Flames Add to Horror Of 
Alaska Catastrophe— “ 
Body Found 


JUNEAU, Alaska, Nov, 24.— 
Flames spread through wrecked 
buildings beneath a great land- 
slide here today and hope faded 
for at least ten missing persons 
who, rescue crews believed, were 
trapped under mud, rock and 
shattered timbers. 

Only one body had been recover- 


| ed. Nine injured are in hospital. 


Weary, mud-smeared men dug 
and chopped while a power shovel 
cut into the 100-foot-wide mass 
which ranged from 10 to 40 feet in 
depth. 

CUTS SWATH 

Rescue efforts centred on the de- 
molished three-storey frame Nick- 
inovich apartments which received 
the full force of the slide as it 
rumbled down a mountainside and 
cut a swath through an apartment 
house district. 

Four of those listed as missing 
were believed to be in the Nick- 
inovich building. 

Earlier estimates by Fire Chief 
Mulvihill placed the missing at 


| from five to 25 persons and said 


four were killed when twin slides 
rocketted off a mountain and swept 
through the neighborhood. 


WOMAN FOUND 


Relief workers found the body of 
Mrs. Gus Erickson crushed behind 
a stove in her frame house. Her 
husband was injured. 

The first of the two slides did 
little damage but the second cut 
a 100-foot path through the neigh- 
borhood, burying stores and resi- 
dences in a 40-foot mass of mud. 

When the slide struck, citizens, 
soldiers and firemen rushed to the 
scene to clear the oozing mud, rock 
and smashed timbers which en- 
guifed two apartment houses, a 
lodging house, a store and several 
small dwellings. 


HEARD VOICES 


Guided by voices of people 
trapped within buildings, rescue 
crews worked through the night 
Power lines were wiped out and 
fire truck headlights guided the 
rescuers in their work.

Thanksgiving Day originated with the pil- 
grims in Massachusetts and was a day set apart 
for rejoicing at the end of the harvest season, 
It has become the beginning of the best harvest 
season for the doctor. The holiday season, in- 
cluding the feasting of Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas and New Year, keeps the 
doctor busier than any other 
season of the year, Colds and 
influenza, headaches and di- 
gestive upsets become more 
common after people have 
gathered around the loaded 

holiday table, 
Gormandizing at these feasts 
is the immortal custom in 
spite of the fact that these

days are really set apart as “holy” days, Even 
those who are most temperate in their eating 
at other times, seem to feel that the holidays 
have not been properly celebrated unless they 
stuff themselves with food. The disorders which 


develop from intemperance must inevitably 
follow these stuffing orgies. 

Are you going to be one of those who feel 
like a stuffed sausage after each holiday meal, 
or will you have the courage to surprise your 
friends by eating only a reasonable amount of 
food at these times? For the first time in your 
life, enjoy the thrill that comes after your holi- 
day meal from feeling as good as when you sat 
down to the table, 

Do not retard your normal health for a tem- 
porary pleasure of exciting your taste buds by 
injudicious feeding. Nature is not unkind nor 
revengeful, but if you insist on violating the 
simple laws of food chemistry you have no one 
but yourself to blame. Any kind of food used 
in excess over the body's requirements acts as 
a poison which you can not “wish” away, There 
is no special provisions made by Nature to take 
care of sudden excess quantities of food. 

The main object in taking food is to supply 
the system with the material out of which to 
build the necessary cells. No amount of stuff- 
ing with even the best of foods will force the 
digestive and assimilative functions to build up 
rapidly a stronger body. 

It is certainly possible to celebrate a holi- 
day with an appropriate feast and to still re- 
tain your good health afterward, I suggest that 
those wishing a special menu for Thanksgiving, 
Christmas or New Year, use a menu similar to 
the following: 

BREAKFAST—Scrambled eggs; Melba toast; 
stewed applesauce or figs. 

LUNCH—Stewed corn (canned); turnips 
cooked with tops and seasoned with butter. 

DINNER—Celery and olives; roast turkey 
with Melba toast dressing; smali green peas; 
vegetable salad molded in gelatin; pumpkin pie 
with a dash of whipped cream, 

When you sit down to a dinner such as I 
have described, remember to eat only that 
amount of food which your appetite dictates By 
all means refrain from stuffing yourself. You 
will get up from the table enjoying a great feel- 
ing of comfort throughout the entire digestive 
tract, and best of all, you will be giving your 
body a chance to enjoy normal health after-

Wars aren't always won by men and guns. 
More wars, says Dr, Hans Zinsser, have been 
decided by the germ of typhus, than by aimed 
force, The Germans would be the first to pro- 
claim that the last great war was won by the 
pressure of the blockade and the need for fats. 

Wallace R. Deuel has been writing about 
conditions in Germany for the Chicago Daily 
News. He gives some pertinent details of the 
food shortage in Germany, where other com- 
mentators have been content to use general 
terms. 

Remember that skilled workers in Germany 
earn the equivalent of $10 a week, or less. Let 
some skilled dietician, if you like, work out 
how an average family can maintain fitness 
with foods at the present fixed prices in Ger- 
many, which Deuel quotes as follows: 

“Smoked ham, 59 to 72% cents; sliced 
boiled ham, 65 1-5 cents; veal cutlets, best 
quality, 69 cents; leg of veal, without bone 
62'2 cents; veal chops, 53 1-3 cents; calves’ 
liver, 65% cents; frozen roast beef, without 
bones, 4744 cents; fresh beef for stew, with- 
out bones, 40 cents; ground beef (Ham- 
burgers), 40%4 cents; pork chops, 40 cents; 
pork cutlets, 47%4 cents; bacon, 42 1-5 cents; 
and sausage, 254% cents to 48 cents.” 

In any democratic country, such a condi- 
tion would cause a general strike until wages 
were raised, Workers are not allowed to strike 
in dictator countries. They can’t even com- 
plain. Along with the announcement of fixed 
just prices for food came a warning from Dr. 
Nonnenbruch, leading Nazi economist, that 
workers must not agitate for wage increases, 
Agitation for wage increases, he said, is “a form 
of speculation harmful to the interests of the 
state.” 

Very apt is the epigram in the recent 
speech of Mr. John Blue to the students at the 
University of Alberta. “In democratic coun- 
tries there is much complaining but little hard- 
ship; in dictator countries there is much hard- 
ship but little complaining.” Complaining is 
an unhealthy, as well as a profitless form of 
pastime under dictatorships. 


War is hard on the poets, The Jack Demp- 
seys are given jobs in shipyards to save their 
skins for the prize-ring, but the Joyce Kilmers 
and the Rupert Brookes seek the danger zones. 

One of the saddest casualties Spain and Lib- 
eralism has suffered since the Spanish civil 
war began is the death of Frederico Gercia 
Lorca, Spain’s most popular poet. Only 37, his 
life was dedicated to the emergent modern 
Spain. One of his plays, “Bitter Oleander,” 
was recently produced on the New York stage. 
He was executed by a Fascist firing squad, 
little more than a month ago. 

Born in Andalusia, Garcia Lorca took for 
his themes the passion, suffering and death, 
characteristic of the “deep song” of southern 
Spain. His talents were varied. While his po- 
etry and plays were winning their way through 
Latin America into the north, his paintings of 
Spanish life were being exhibited at Barcelona. 
His transcriptions of Spanish songs were sung 
everywhere. As director of the government's 
student theatre, he revived for the provinces 
the classical drama of old Spain. With his 
friends, De Falla the composer and Zuloaga 
the painter, he organized the first fiesta of fo)k- 
songs in Granada. He sought folklore, believ- 
ing it to be the living expression of the people 
whose spirit he loved and whose freedom he 
sought. 

Fascists do well to slay such men as Garcia 
Lorca. While they live tyranny and supersti- 
tion are not safe. 


Admirers should send Mussolini and Hitler 
and all the lesser satellites of Fascism a new and 
useful book by Bruce Winton Knight on “How 
to Run a War.” It is directed to the Upper 
Classes, and should have a considerable sale. 

There are useful and informative sections 
on How to Start a War; How to Intervene; How 
to Secure Balance of Power; How to Get in 
Somebody Else’s War; How to Lie for Your 
Country; How to Stir Up the Animals; How to 
Keep Them Mad; The General Prineiples of 
Killing; How to Kill Soldiers; How to Fix the 
Pacifists; How to Practice Internationalism; 
How to Make the Enemy Pay for It; How to 
Compute Dividends. 

It is a complete manual in the art of start- 
ing, organizing and preserving war the 
crowning achievement ef Mankind, vide Mus- 
solini. It is full of pertinent facts and indi- 
cates a good deal‘of research by the author. 

It isn’t until the final chapter that the au- 
thor gives indication that war as a business 
may not be all hunky-dory. He voices a vague 
suggestion that the final outcome of the war 
cycle is revolution—a consideration that must 
give pause to even the most pathologica! of 
dictators, 

Mr. Knight suggests four ways by which 
war may be discouraged or made obsolete; (1) 
a growth of Pacifist sentiment that would 
frighten the politicians, (2) a strong League of 
Nations, (3) a more even distribution of wealth, 
and (4) more knowledge regarding the actual 
character of war. 

Pity of it is that the men who count are 
not likely to be actuated by any of these con- 
siderations, though Mr. Knight is in a favored 
position to urge his countrymen to enter the 
League. With United States on the outside, a 
strong League of Nations is not possible. The 
rape of Ethiopia saw the big American oil 
companies shipping oil to Mussolini to fly his 
bombers and run his tanks against the helpless 
Ethiopians. 

We may yet get back to the philosophy of 
the Ghenhis Khans and the Tamerlanes, and be 
forced to utterly root out and destroy all the 
elements that disturb the -just as the 
Fascists aim to do when they murder men like 
Garcia Lorca,

Bernard Ungerson, of the Uni- 
versity of London, and Malcolm 


MacEwen, of the University of 
Edinburgh, members of the Im- 
perial debating team which is 
touring Canada under the spon- 
sorship of the National Feder- 
ation of Canadian University 

Students, and who will meet @ 
team from the University of Al- 
berta Wednesday evening, ar- 
rived in the city at an early hour 
Tuesday morning. 

They were met at the station by 
Hugh John Macdonald, president of 
University debating society, 
Henry Patterson, debate manager, 
and Percy G. Davies, of Clyde, sec- 
retary of the N.F.C.U Ss.

DIFFERENT SYSTEM

“But,” exclaimed 
Mr. Ungerson, “your system of de- 
bating is quite different from ours. 
In England we do not have judges, 
for a debate is not looked upon as

question.” 

They found that Canada was 
“big”, that the Universities here 
seemed to have a younger set of 
students than would be found in 
Universities in the old country, and 
that many of them were much 


smaller, but in most cases they are 
more compact and better equipped. 

“How do people in England 
view developments in Europe,” 
they were asked. 

“With nervousness,” 
reply. 

Then Mr. Ungerson, 
Diplomatic Relations Representa~ 
tive of the party, went On, “The 
reason that the government dithers 
on International policy is because 
they have two neurosis which are 
definitely opposed to each other. 
One is Imperialism and the other 1s 
a fear of Communism. They first 
view Fascist countries as a bulwark 
against Communism, and then they 
realize that they represent a threat 
against the British Empire.” 


ENTHUSIASM LACKING 

The present re-armament pro- 
gram not being greeted with 
much enthusiasm, according to Mr 
Ungerson and Mr, MacEwen, “A 
year ago I would have fought for 
the British Empire and the League 
of Nations, but I'm damned if 1 
would today,” said Mr, Ungerson. 

The most pleasant of their im- 
pressions of Canada is the'size of 
the meals, “Apparently there is 
a law forbidding the serving of 
any piece of meat which does not 
stick out over all edges of the 
plate,” one of them observed. 
Their one ambition is to ride in 
the cab of one of Canada's large 
locomotives.
